In Scotland, although James III. was dis- 
to be friendly, his adversaries were 
gaining strength. On the Continent the 
sovereigns, eager to take what advantage 
they could of his difficulties, were 
being incited against him by the 
animosity of the sister of Edward IV. and 
Richard IIL, the Duchess aga of 
Burgundy. In Ireland “ the lo ip to 
which Henry VII, succeeded was a lord- 
ship only in name. The native Irish were 
to him savage Irish... The Anglo- 
Irish were Yorkist and nationalist. . . 
The only loyal [Irish were the 
burgesses of the Anglo-Irish towns such 
as Waterford, Dublin and Kilkenny." 
Even in the diminished “ English Law”’ 
of the Pale his authority was precarious. 
Richard, Duke of York, had been a 
popular Lieutenant. Since his time the 
colony had enjoyed an increased measure 
of independence, and the Government was 
in the hands of Gerald, eighth Earl of 
Kildare, a noble whose family were 
Yorkists, and who had been Viceroy for 
Edward IV. and Richard III. Further- 
more, he was too powerful to be removed. 
In 1498 Henry’s crown was secure. His 
credit stood high in Europe.

In Ireland, 
although the full-blown Poynings régime 
had been abandoned and Kildare had 
been sent back “ to rule all Ireland,” a 
satisfactory compromise had been effected. 
In England power was no longer in the 
hands of the great barons, and, accord- 
ing to the Milanese envoy, the royal 
coffers contained six millions of gold in 
ducats.

LORD HARRIS. 


Lord Harris died at his home, Belmont, 
Faversham, Kent, a little before two o'clock 
on Thursday evening. Lord Harris, who was 
81, had been in poor health for a time. He 
was sitting mons when he bad a heart 
attack from which he did not recover. Lord 
Harris was Under Secretary for India in 1886, 
and in the following year became Under 
Secretary jor War.

National Health Insurance. 


The Government is expected to intro- 
duce véry important changes in National 
Health Insurance when a bill is intro- 
duced shortly after the Easter recess. 
These changes may affect women—par- 
ticularly since leading officials of 
friendly societies complain that their 
funds are depleted as a result of ab- 
normal claims by married women. It is 
said that many go on the benefit on « 
very slight —— or draw benefit while 
working at home. Owing to the prolonged 
industrial depression the funds Gave been 
strained severely during the last few 
years, and one of the principal objects. of 
the new legislation will be to conserve the 
finances and to protect approved societies 
against abuse. The Government actuary 
has declared that, if. women’s present 
benefits are to be maintained, weekly con- 
tributions ought to be increased from 
Sid. to 10d., or that, if the contribution 
is to remain unaltered, sickness benefit 
ought to be lowered from 12s. to 10s.. and

disablement benefit from 7s. 6d. to 5s. 
i The Thames for Holidays. 


During the next few weeks great efforts 
will be made to secure popularity for the 
Thames from its source to ndon.

A PROMISE TO GRAIN GROWERS. 


As from midnight, to-night, the 26th 
inst., an Emergency Duty of 33 1-ird 
per cent., with an Imperial Preference 
rate of 25 per cent:, will be imposed on 
certain classes of agricultural machinery 
coming into Saorstat Eireann. This will 
apply to all agricultural machinery not 
operated by mechanical power, and will 
include : 


Grass Mowers. 
Reaping attachments. 
Hay collectors. 
Horse-drawn hoes. 
Ploughs and harrow 
Manure distributors. 
Corn dritis. 


Root-cutting machines. 


Dairying machinery is, apparently, ex- 
cluded from the list liable to the tariff. 

In 1930, imports of agricultural machi- 
nery were worth £251,745, and last year 
they amounted to £225,445. 

In connection with the notice announc- 
ing the imposition of the tariff. the De- 


partment of Industry and Commerce 
issued the following — 
“The manufacture of agricultura) 


machinery is an old-established industry 
in the Saorstat, concentrated principally 
at Wexford, where there are three firms— 
Messrs. Philip Pierce and Co., Limited ; 
Messrs. Doyle and Company, and the Star 
Iron Works. In addition, a number of 
smaller firms make plough and other im- 
plement parts-——e.g., the Galway Foundry 
Company and small firms in Clones, Let- 
terkenny, Dublin, etc. The bulk of the 
employment is, however, to be found im 
Wexford, and the total number employed 
there has never been much below 250, and 
at times, since 1920, has been to 350

From 1896 to 1908 the hand spinning and 
weaving industries were in a flourishing con- 
ditiot, | but when "State apsistance « and 
supervision were discontinued abont

was a revival of the demand for homespuns, 
but with the decontrel of wool stocks in 
1919 the demand for Donegal tweed virtually 
ceased. This was due to several causes, of 
which the principal were the change in 
fashions, which called for finer and more 
highly finished cloths, the adulteration of the 
yarns used, and the lack of variety in 
pattérns and dyes. By 1926 very few hand 
ooms were working in Donegal, and the 
industry was approaching extinction.

IN AMERICA. 


THE “RUSH JOBS.”

Mr. Jack Quigley writes in the New York 
Times on some of the difficulties which the 
Abbey Theatre Company has had to 
during its tour of America :— 

During those few active days in New York 
before the opening on tour it was | 
to engage a carpenter, an electrician and @ 
property man. The men engaged were all 
hardy troupers, each of whom had seen many, 
seasons on the road—not so many recently, 
of course. In most places we have obtai 
regular union help, but in a great many other 
places our crew dia not have “ brothers” to 
work with, and has been aided by gardeners, 
truckmen, college students, ae pro- 
fessors, dramatic club committees girls 
of the dramatic course. In smaller places 
all sorts of people have offered their aid so 
as to catch a glimpse of backstage. 

Of course the players have experienced the 
usual road conditions. They have risen early 
to catch the only train to a small town. They 
have been obliged to spend ten to twelve 


| hours in the lobby of the town’s only hotel 
| before performing at night, and then to wait

up till the wee hours for the Pullman which 
carried them to the next stand. 


TRIBULATIONS OF THESPIS. 


Then, too, there have been the rush jobs, 
In Bryn Mawr the baggage car didn’t arrive 
until 7.45 p.m. and the curtain was an- 
nounced for 8 p.m. sharp. At 8.14 p.m. the 
curtain went up on a one-act play, and after 
a fifteen-minute intermission ' The Playboy” 
was performed as thouch he had been there 
all day. In Walla Walla, where the matines 
was scheduled by special arrangement to start 
at 4 p.m., the company arrived at 3.10 p.m. 
In less than an hour “The White-Headed 
Boy ” was doing bis stuff. There have been 
other instances of this sort, but this gives an 
idea of what is expected of the company and 
crew when the railroads can’t be of much 
assistance. With their schedules cut to such 
a degree I believe it is harder now for a 
travelling company of thespians than ever be- 
fore. Old-timers will tell me I don’t know 
what I am talking about, and maybe they 
are right. In transportation it.sometimes has 
been necessary for the company to travel a 
week at a time by "bus while the baggage 
car moved on freight service. In some in- 
stances the company’s car was also moved 
this way, and in one case four hours were 
necessaty to make a run of an hour and a 
half. In justice to the railways, however, I will 


say that they have helped to a very great 
degree. 


IN CANADA. 


-.» . » Canada saw the players for five and 
a half weeks. Business in Toronto, Winnipeg 
and Vancouver was excellent. In Ottawa, 
at a remodeled church, four performances 
were played “fo sell-outs. Calgary had three 
excellent houses. In Montreal attendance was 
disappointing. The players went back and 
forth between Canada and the States six 
times. Naturally that brought about a lot 
of questionings and explanations. A bond 
for the scenery was obtained in New York. 
In the East there was not any trouble, but 
in the West our bond, which had six months 


_to run was not recognised, and it was neces- 


| sary to secure the services of another Customs 


| broker. 


Just why something good in the 


| East is not good in the West I do 


not know. The Canadian officials were most 


_kind and considerate, but our American 


| officials seemed to be’ of the
